“? , Tue accompanying illustration represents the improved GATLING GUN and 
feed magazine. This new feed is positive in its action, and by it the gun can be 
fired, at the rate of 1,200 shots per minute, at al/ degrees of elevation and depression. 
These results have never been attained by any other fire-arm. 

This improved feed has not only increased the direct fire, but it is of inestimable 
value in enabling the gun to deliver high angle or mortar fire, so as to drop the 
bullets, with deadly effect, on men behind entrenched positions, at all distances from 
200 to 3,500 yards. Tables of elevations and distances have been established, to 
obtain with certainty the above results. Experiments prove that the bullets so dis- 
charged come down nearly in a perpendicular line and with sufficient force to 
penetrate from two to three inches of timber. 

With this feed there is no possible chance for the cartridges to jam, even when 
the gun is worked by men inexperienced in its use. It is, beyond doubt, the most 
valuable improvement ever made in machine guns. 

The Ordnance Board, U. 8. Army, in their report of the trials of the Gatling 
gun, thus improved, say: ‘‘ The feed 1s positive in action and entirely independent 
of the force of gravity. It is all that is claimed for it.” General 8. ¥. Bénet, Chief 
of Ordnance, U. 8. Army, in his endorsement on this report, says: ‘‘ It is believed 
that the modified Gatling gun, with the new feed, has about reached the utmost 
limit of improvement.” He also recommends liberal appropriations for the purchase 
of Gatling guns. 

In a trial before a Board of Naval Officers, at the Navy-yard in Washington, 
D. C., 816 cartridges were fired in 41 4-10 seconds, and 102 in 2 6-10 seconds. Their 
i report says: “‘The Board were unable to produce any imperfect action in eithe 
mechanism or feed.”

when desired. Persons between the ages of 16 and 18 years can 
only be enlisted as ‘musicians,’ and when so enlisted cannot be 
ordered to the ranks except with thei¢ consent,"’

GENExAL Richard D. Cutts, assistant in charge of the oflice 
of topography, U. 8. Coast and Geodetic Survey, says a 
Washington despatch, has been appointed the delegate on 
the part of the United States to the Internutional Geodetic 
Commission, which meets at Rome on October 15 next. 
Among the questions of importance that will be considered 
by the commission, preparatory to the meeting of the inter- 
national conference ou the subject, proposed to be held in 
Washington next year in accordance with the act of Congress 
approved August 3, 1882, is that of the establishment of 4 
common prime meridian. The great practical utility of hav- 
ing acommon zero of longitude is so obvious to all who 
make and use charts and maps that it is to be hoped the dis- 
cussions of the commission will lead to the adoption of some 
feasible plan for its establishment. 

Mr. John Roach has presented a bill to the Secretary of 
the Navy for $21,000 for taking care of the Hoanoke from 
1878 to the present time, at the rate of $8 per day. It is 
reported that other bills will be presented soon for similar 
service in the case of other vessels by Cramp, the Philadel- 
phia ship builder, and Hollingsworth, of Wilmington, Del., 
aggregating about $100,000. Congress has directed the 
Secretary to ascertain and report what should be paid them 
for the care of the Puritan, Amphitrite, Monadnock, av 
Terror. 

Aw observation of the Pons comet of 1812 was made at the 
Naval Observatory on the night of Sept. 26, the position 
agreeing closely with the predicted place as given by Pro- 
fessor Boss in his ephemeris. It was very distinctly seen in 
a small finder. It had quite a large nucleus, with a small 
stellar nucleus in the centre, Professor Frisby, U. 8. N., 
said : “I have no doubt that it, will become visible to the 
naked eye before long.

Tue report of B. C. Sparrow, superintendent of the Scc- 
ond Life Saving district, under whose direetion experiments 
have recently been madein the use of oil for calming arough 
sea, has been forwarded to Superintendent Kimball, of the 
Life Saving Service. After describing his experiments Mr. 
Sparrow says: 

The conclusion deduced from our experiments is that oil ex- 
erts no influence upon a sea that breaks on the shore. The re- 
sult when an inrolling, undulating wave from the ocean throws 
thousands of tuns of water upen the shore cannot be prevented 
bya thin film of oil.” He adds: “ The majority of the printed 
statements, together with all verbal statements made by mari- 
pers who have used it, furnish conclusive evidence that in deep 
water oi] has a calming effect upon a rough sea, but there is 
nothing in either source of information which yet answers the 
question whether or not there is in the force exerted by the 
wind a point beyond which oil cannot counteract its influence in 
causing the sea to break.”’ 

Tue Secretary of the Navy has declined to pass the 
vouchers of Commander Pearson, communding the United 
States steamer Wachusett, and Captain Carpenter, com- 
manding the United States steamer Hartford, for expenses 
incurred in employing pilots on leaving certain ports of the 
Pacific station. It is a standing order that pilots shall not 
be employed on naval vessels unless absolutely necessary.

THE LOSS OF THE PROTEUS. 

Tue Washington Republican publishes the report of an in- 
terview had by one of its reporters with Artificer Moritz, of 
the 17th Infantry, a member of the Greely Relief Expedition, 
as to the conduct of the crew of the Proteus after the wreck 
of that vessel, Moritz is quoted in the interview as having 
said that the crew were reyular pirates, who stole everything 
they could lay their hands on—valuable articles from the 
boxes thrown on the ice when the ship was sinking, the sol 
diers’ clothing, buffalo overcoats and robes, and liquor, on 
which they got roaring drunk within an hour after the Pro- 
teus went down. He is quoted as having said, in response to 
the question why the soldiers did not prevent this sort of 
conduct, ‘We couldn’t. There were 28 of them, all told, 
and ouly 8 of us. Besides that, they had all their guns and 
we had only saved two—a repeating rifle, which I had bought 
in Chicago, aud a Winchester, which one of the other men 
had. Allthe Army guns went down in the Proteus. We had 
to treat the sailors rather carefully. There were one or two 
decent men among them, but the rest were pirates.” 

To the inquiry whether Capt. Pike stood by his sailors in 
their robberies, he is quoted as having replied: ‘‘No; Capt. 
Pike was a peutieman, and the first mate, who was bis son, 
was a gentleman; but they had to depend on the crew, and 
couldu’t control them. No, Capt. Pike didn’t uphold his 
men in their rascality. [ heard him say to Lieut. Garlington: 
‘You've got a lot of men, but I have got a lot of dirty dogs 
who are to mean to live.’” 

When asked if the conduct of the Proteus’s crew had pre- 
vented the party from remaining at Littleton Island to wait 
for the Yantlic, he is reported as having said : ‘‘L think, with 
the kind of men they were, if we had staid there and there 
had not been enough food, not one of our party would have 
lived to see the spring. I think so from the growling [ heard, 
which amounted to threats, in my opinion. If we had any 
thing that these men wanted they would have taken it, If 
it had ever come to the point of actual want, we would have 
suffered. ‘Those sailors wore the greatest cowards [ ever saw. 
When there was danger they would pray and do nothing. 
When they could not steal they would beg. They were a bad 
lot, and, in the way I have told you, they may bw said to 
have forced us to leave Littleton Island,” 

Professor Nordenskjold telegraphs the following from 
Scrabster to the Associated Press agent in London: * Dur- 
ing my excursion on the inland ice, Dr. Nathorst, with the 
xtenmer Sofia, in charge of Captain Nilsson, anchored on 
July 27 in # bay near Cape York, 76deg. Smin. north. The 
doctor was accompanied from Godhaven by an Esquimau 
interpreter named Hans Christian, who had met at God- 
haven a party of fifteen Keqnimaux from Wolstenholm. 
They said that they had been informed by other natives that 
the commander of the American expedition, whose name 
they pronounced ‘ Kasleyh,’ and another member of the 
the party which had arrived at a point north of Smith 
Sound, were dead, and that the rest of the expeditioa had re- 
turned on sledges to Littleton Island. Unfortunately, this 
information was not given to Dr. Nathorst until Le returned 
to Godhaven, I myself examined Christian, and his ac- 
count seems to be reliable, Before starting northward the 
Sofia met, on July 16, at Godhaven, the whaler J/’roteus, 
which inveuded to proceed to Littleton Island, and, if neces- 
sary and unimpeded by ice, to Lady Franklin Bay. When 
the Sofia visited Smith Sound it was encumbered with ice.” 

The London Times of Oct, 2, gives a report from the Up- 
pernavik correspondent of a Copeuhagen journal that Lieut. 
Greely of the American Arctic expedition had been mur- 
dered by a mutinous crew. The report comes from Hans 
Hendrik, an Exquimau, wilh Dr. Nathorst. Hendrik states 
that he got the news from an Esquimau at Cape York, 
The Times considers the report improbable, as Dr, Nathorst 
never mentioned it. It would seem te be a different version 
of the same story and neither report is probable. Lieut. 
Gerlington states that the same report was current in St, 
Jobn’s N, F., when he first arrived, but he gave no credit to 
the story and did not think it worth reporting. 

We have received copy of a report dated U. 8, steamer 
Yantic, St. Jonhs, Newfoundland, Sept. 17, 1883, in which 
OComdr, Frank Wildes gives an interesting account of his 
cruise in the Arctic Seas, We shall publish it next week. 

Tbe whaling steamer Polynia, which has arrived at Dan- 
dee from Davis's Straits, reports that the natives at Saunter’s 
Island said that they saw five mon at Etah, in Smith's 
Sound, north of Baftin’s Bay, early in the year, who belonged 
toa large expedition further to the uorth, which was be- 
lieved to be that of Lient. Greely. 





THE MAINMAST OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

A CORRESPONDENT of a New York paper says: ‘ An inci- 
dent of early days on the Delaware is always recounted with 
pleasure by the old inhabitants, and, as they vouch for its 
authenticity, it must be true. In 1786 Simeon and Franklin 
Westfall, of New Jersey, took the contract to furnish the 
Government with a white pine tree, which wes to be of ex- 
traordinary size, as it was wanted for the mainmast of a war 
frigate about to be built, They were to receive one hundred 
dollars for the stick. Ihey hunted the Delaware valley from 
the Neversink to its head waters, but were unable to find the 
tree which would answer the specifications of the contract. 
At last, when they were about to give up the search, they 
came upon a pine which they believed would suit. It was 
on an eminence in Pike county. near the present village of 
Mast Hope, and three miles from tbe river at Big Eddy. 
Upon measuring the tree they found it was too short by ten 
feet. Upon digging at its root, however, they discovered 
that the tree ran straight down into the earth, and they suc- 
ceeded in excavating the lacking ten feet. The tree was 
felled, hauled to the river, and floated to Philade!phia, aud 
became the mainmast of the frigate Constilution, * Old Iron- 
sides,’ and carried the American colors in all tho glorious 
victories won by that vessel in the war of 1812.” 

This may refer to the maiamast of the Uniled States, 
which was built at Philadelphia, but neither the Constitution 
nor Philadelphia were built until 1797, or ten years after this 


stick was cut.

THE special reporis on desertions, their causes, and 
the remedy have been received at the War Department, 
with one or two exceptions, and are ready for revision 
by the General of the Army when he returns from the 
West. While the views as to causes of desertion ex- 
pressed in these reports are in some respects dissimilar, 
there seems to be an unanimous sentiment that certain 
remedies are essentially necessary, namely, an increase 
in the pay and an improvement in the position of the 
non-commissioned officer, a diminution of the éomili- 
tary labor imposed so frequeutly upon the troops, a 
respectable retiring allowance for non-commissioned 
officers and soldiers of long and faithful service, and an 





improvement in the system of clothing issues to recruits, 
In regard to this latter, we notice by recent orders that 
an extra provision of money is now made to enable 
reciuits to get the clothing issued to them on enlistment 
altered ard fitted without the cost being deducted from 
their stated pay. 








Tue seniors of their grade in the artillery arm are 
now as follows: Colonel R. B. Ayres, Lieutenant. 
Colonel H. G. Gibson, Major I.. L. Langdon, and 
Captain C. B. Throckmorton. The next artillery officer 
to retire by reason of age is Colonel F. T. Dent, Decem. 
ber 17, 1884, but it is probable he will seek retirement 
on account of disability long before that date. As we 
anticipated a few weeks ago, the promotion of Captain 
John I. Rodgers, 2d Artillery, to Majur of the 1st 
Artillery, has resulted in giving Captain F. B. Hamil- 
ton, 2d Artillery, command of the Light Battery at 
Gaithersburg. Captain Hamilton is a most carable 
artiliery officer of twenty-one years’ service. 








Tue Arizona Miner gives a list of the General Officers 
of the Army and the dates of their retirement by reason 
of age, and says: ‘‘It will be seen that General Sher- 
man will be the first to retire, and General Miles the 
last. “ If the system of seniority prevails, General Miles 
will assume the command of the Army within the next 
twelve years and remain at the head of it at least ten 
years.” As a matter of fact, General Sheridan will 
remain at the head of the Army until June, 1894, will 
be succeeded by General Schofield, who will retire in 
the following November. Then General Miles will 
come to the head of the Army and be retired on account 
of age in July, 1895, so that his tenure of the position of 
General-in-Chief will be about cight months, as matters 
now stand. 





Toe Omaha Herald, which takes great interest in 
Army matters, says a few good words to its constituency 


of the West on the subject of desertion : 


Desertion from the Army bas become stch a formidable evil, 
and is such a detestatle act, that we can not be moved to sympa- 
thy with anyone who is guilty of the crime. Any leniency 
towards a deserter is, in our judgment, sadly misplaced and in- 
jurious to the discipline and efficiency of the Army. We arein 
favor of just treatment to the soidier as well as to any other man. 
We believe that a person enlisting for the military service should 
be employed only in military duty. The musket, the carbine 
and the sabre, and not the pickaxe and the shovel are the fit 
equipments for the soldier. A person who preters to wield the 
former could earn better wages in civil life than the pittance 
allowed himin the Army. Young men joining the rauks do so 
from love of adventure, or military pride, or ior other reasons 
Psculiarly their own. But whatever may be their reason for 
enlistment in the Army, once the uniform is dunned the soldier 
is bound to obey the laws which govern the Army, and in case of 
violation abide by the consequences. The officers and others in 
authority are not responsible for the circumstances which com- 
pel a soldier in the United States Army to become a laborer. 
They execute the orders as they find them, plain and simple. 
Therefore it is the duty of a soldier—and all good svuldiers, like all 
otber good men recognize the fact—to discharge honestly the 
obligations imposed on him. Desertion is a despicable and inde- 
tensible remedy. 








Art Frontier Army Posts it has been customary for 
soldiers to wear heavy buffalo overcoats, but as buffa- 
loes are rapidly growing scarcer the soldier will very 
soon find great difficulty in securing these warm coats. 
An effort is being made by the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment to provide a coat which will be much cheaper, but 
which will effectually protect the men from the cold. 
On Tuesday a sample was submitted to the War De- 
partment by Capt. Rodgers, and was highly approved 
by the officers who examined it. It will doubtless be 
approved by the Secretary of War when he returns. 
It isa long ulster of brown duck or canvas, lined with 
heavy black blanketivg, making an exceedingly warm 
garment. It is estimated that these coats will cost but 
little over $12 each. 








8. C. ArmstronG sends to the Boston Advertiser a 
letter from Arizona in which he speaks of the diffi- 
culties attending the presence in Arizoua of 3,000 In- 
diaus who have no agent and are “unfixed, uncared 
for.” He says: ‘‘ Unless the Indian Department sball 
take active measures, the pressure of civilization upon 
these remote and neglected tribes may result in mutual 
violence, which is terrible costly on both sides, keeping 
settlers and capital away, destroying cattle and crops. 
I cannot help thinking that General Crook’s experience, 
power and presence on the ground, qualify him better 
than any other one to settle these frontier troubles, and 
that the preservation of order among these unc«red for 
people should, as it is with the hostile Apaches, be 
placed in his hands.” 








SgorETarrgs Lincoln and Chandler are again absent 
from Washington this week getting freshened up for 
the Autumn hard work, ia the way of examining 
annual reports of their subordinates and preparing their 
own for submission to Congress. Secretary Lincola 
left on Monday for Sandusky, Ohio, and thence will 
visit the Lakes for a few days’ fishing. Secretary 
Chandler, when he left, proposed a few days’ stay ab 
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West Point befure proceeding to join his family in New 
Hampsbire. Both Secretaries expect to return to 
Washington Monday next. It is expected that Secre- 
tary Chandler will be ready upvn his return to act upon 
the much talked of navul uniform circular, as he took 
with him all of the papers bearing upon that subject. 
In the quiet of his New Hampshire home, where the 
everlasting hills invite his soul to bigh thoughts, he wil} 
struggle with the great problem, and, it is thought, will 
order the enforcement of the circular with a few modi- 
fications, That portion which recommends the aboli- 
tion of the shoulder ‘straps, it is expected, will be

REPRESENTATION THAT DOES NOT 
REPRESENT. 

Me. Toomas Hueuess, in that delightful book, ‘*Tom 
Brown at Oxford,” details the tribulations of a show- 
man endeavoring to get through his well worn descrip- 
tion of the wild beasts harassed by the bibulous com- 
ments of various gownsmen: ‘Ladies and gentlemen,” 
shouts the unhappy delineator of natural history, ‘‘ this 
little hanimal is the jackal, commonly called the lion’s 
purwider.” ‘ Always purwided there’s anything to pur- 
wide,” adds one of his tormentors. Some such addition 
and qualification might not be malapropos when the 
never-ending pean is being chanted in honor of re- 
presentative institutions, ‘‘always providing that you’re 
represented.” 

This is exactly the difficulty with the Army aud 
the Navy. They are not represented, at least there is 
no provision for their representation, and it is a mere 
matter of luck if some man who has served his country 
and knows something of the needs of the Services hap- 
pens to be in Congress. The Army had a willing and 
inteligent advocate in General Slocum, for example, 
and a prominent senator bas shown undeniable Zeal in 
certain directions, such as wishing to give bounties to 
the extent of some hundred millions or so, to men who 
have been already treated with the wasteful liberality 
that characterizes American legislation, where every 
million voted out of the Treasury brings its return iu 
the shape of political support. But intelligent and 
thoughtful discussion, such as grows out of the presence 
of numerous officers of high rank and long service in 
the Euglish Parliament, is almost uuknown in our legis 
lation. A democratic atmosphere is not congeuial to 
the profession of arms, and the spirit of the age is un- 
friendly, 

There are two prominent political types in this coun- 
try, the Scylla and Charybdis of legislution, who ob- 
stinately obstruct military and naval progress: these are 
the backwoods’ statesman and the eastern sentimental- 
ist—the one pachydermatous, narrow, illiterate, possess- 
ing some grains of boisterous common sense, cordially 
detesting reformers and instinctively distrusting all ac- 
quirements beyond the scope of a ‘‘deestrict” school; 
the other thin-skinned, scholarly, thinking himself fas- 
tidious, in reality fretful, upright, wrong-headed, vis- 
ionary. 

Such politicians represent communities to whom 
questions of commerce and internationat relations are as 
Meaningless and unreal as the discussion of the genuine- 
ness of the Shapira Manuscripts. What difference does 
it make to them that at this m ment we can barely put 
four worthless vessels in Chinese waters, where we have 
great interests? What appreciation kave they of the 
fact that there, owing to English and French jealousies, 
we might, if decently provided with the only power 
that is recognized in troubled times, maintain a strong 
neutrality and do much toward keeping two great 
nations from each other’s throats? What is it to them 
that decrepit states like Spain, and petty republics like 
Chili, know that they can say “ bah” to us with tolera- 
ble impunity ? All this does not affect the price of hogs 
and has not half the possibilities of a wild-cat railroad, 
and until water will rise above its own level it is 
chimerical to expect the representative to represent 
anything higher or better than the mean average of his 
Constituents, 

; The sentimentalist has generally liberal views upon 
International subjects; not always practical, for the 
Constitution of his mind tends to idealism. He is 
readily captivated by sounding phrases like ‘‘the brother- 
hood of nations,” and looks on complacently while the 
Tefuse of Europe is emptied upon our shores, until our 
Tace characteristics are in danger of disappearing ina 
hodge podge of nationalities, and he is totaliy unable to 
distinguish between the screech of the hoodlum and a 
thoughtful and temperate protest against the demoraliz 
ation attendant upou Chinese invasion. Naturally, he 
looks not unkindly on the Navy as something possessing 
8 flavor of Webster’s fine sentence about the “‘ gorgeous 
€nsign of the republic now known and honored through- 
out the whole earth,” and will do something for it when 


he can abstract his mind from the engrossing question 
of how some savage, who has roasted sundry teamsters 
and brained divers babies, can be best protected 
against harsh treatment. 

It is curious to see how the backwood’s statesman 
and the philanthropist play into each other’s hands 
where the Army is concerned. We leave the cheese- 
paring economist of the central Western States out of 
the question entirely. He is simply a commonplace 
exponent of narrowness, one of the caterers to 
agricultural isolation. The true frontier repre- 
sentative is not hostile to the Army, as a rule, 
though now and then you find him echoing the 
spite against, officers, inspired by vulgarity which tLey 
think democratic, of some Arizona or Oregon paper, 
or repeating its bombast about the experienced vol- 
unteer, the Indian exterminator, usually a truculent 
Lraggart, brave only in the glory cf unlimited buckskin 
patches. But he encourages, if he does not organize and 
direct, the unprincipled greed, and the utter disregard 
of obligations that have converted so many well-dis- 
posed tribes into scalping, burning, ravishing fiends, 
and then when the Army proceeds to the thankless 
task of hunting these fiends down, the philanthropist 
comes to the front with plaintive howls about the bar 
barity of the soldiers, as instanced in the shooting cf 
some squaw inthe confusion of a daylight attack or 
the failure to take alive some savage whose hands are 
reeking with the blood of women and children. 


What is the remedy? Representation: either 
in Congress or out. Representation in Cvn- 
gress is hopeless, in view of the fact that 


every year diminishes the number of men who have 
had the experience of a great war, and of the unwritten 
but rigid rule that officers must abstain from politics. 
For represen'ation out of Congress we must look to 
the press, which still expressesthe most courageous and 
honest thoughts of the country; and the press is do- 
ing noble work in this crisis. Such presentations of the 
necessity for an efficient Navy, such revelations of its 
decrepitude and such appeals for its reconstruction, one 
would suppose could not fail to move even a country 
lawyer. The question of the Navy is the engrossing 
one; the Army is merely hampered and badgered ; the 
very existence of the Navy is in danger. Happily or 
unhappily events are hastening some solution of the ques 
tion: bappily if our legislators are roused to a recogni- 
tion of the demands and needs of American interests, 
unhappily if false econcmy and narrow localism are al- 
lowed tp extinguish the spirit which fired Decatur and 
the enthusiasm which nurtured Farragut. 


CIVIL VERSUS MILITARY AUTHORITY. 

No fact is more clearly impressed on our Army in 
this Government of law, than that the military author- 
ity in time of peace is subordinate to the civil. Some- 
times, however, this subordination is confused with the 
idea of subserviency, and in such case the rights of the 
United States are sacrificed and ridicule brought upon 
the military service. During the past week the press 
have had long articles on a recent occurrence at Fort 
Hamilton ia which the facts appear to be as follows : 

The fort is supplied with water from the Brooklyn 
water mains, and with consent of the proper civil 
authorities, the United States were authorized to laya 
connecting water pipe. The pipe which isthe property 
of the United Sates was laid; the authority to lay it 
necessarily carried with it the authority to repair or re- 
place, and to inspect and even temporarily obstruct the 
highway which it crossed, precisely as water corpora- 
tions, telegraph, gas, and steam heating companies 
may do under like circumstances. As the civil author 
ities decided to lower the grade of a street bounding 
the reservation crossed by the water pipe, and appoint- 
ed a contractor to dv the work, the commissioners 
for grading formally requested the military authorities 
to lower the water pipe which would be exposed when 
the grading was completed. 

A contract was let to the lowest bidder, but as the 
street commissioners’ grading contractor did not get the 
job, measures were taken by him to prevent the 
United States contractor from lowering the pipe. Ac- 
cordingly when the latter, protected (?) by some sol- 
diers undertook to dig up and lower the pipe, the grading 
contractor with his men, countenanced by the presence 
of certair civil officers, undertook to prevent the pipe 
from being lowered by filling in the trench as far as it 
was dug. Finally the military retired and the work 
was stopped to the intense satisfaction and amusement 
of the interrupting party. 

The duty, however, of the United States military 
authorities in this case seems to us to have been plaia 
and simple. The Quartermaster at Fort Hamilton be- 
ing directly responsible for the pipe, and being the 
agent of the Government, had a perfect right at any 











time to repairit. The formal official request from the 
civil authorities to lower it below the contemplated 
grade did nol really give any greater right than before, 
but merely added to its force. Therefore, when the 
U. 8. contractor aided by a military detachment un- 
dertook to comply with the request, he, with his party 
were lawfully on the ground and lawfully representing 
the United States in a lawful act and in protecting U. 
8. property, and they could have closed the street, 
temporarily while thus employed. 

Any interference with them was unlawful, and an 
offence was committed by all who were concerned in 
such interference. ‘The military authorities were there 
by request of the same authority as had appointed the 
grading contractor. The latter’s work was a subordi- 
nate one, which could not be completed until the pipe 
was lowered. His unlawful interference could therefore 
have been resisted by force, and, if found desirable, he 
and all aiding him directly were liable to arrest. 

The military authorities are frequently the direct re- 
presentatives of the National Government in civil mat- 
ters and when thus acting they are as much bound to 
protect the property rights of the United States as its 
civil officers would be under like circumstances and to 
bring to justice, trespassers by due arrest and complaint. 
Unfortunately, however, they get but little sympathy 
from their civil brethren in their efforts to do their duty 
conscientiously and thoroughly and the attempts of a 
portion of the press to cover them with ridicule are, to 
say the least of it, but little calculated to improve the 
efficiency and integrity of the Service. 








GEORGE W. GErTY. 


Croszty following theretirement of Gen. H. J. Hust, 
Colonel of the 5th U. 8. Artillery, came that of Brevet 
Major-General George W. Getty, Colonel of the 4th U. 
S. Artillery, who relinquished active service on Tues- 
day, October 2, he having reached on that day the age 
of 64 years. For several years past Gen. Getty has 
been in ccmmand of the Artillery School at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va., and up to a few weeks ago, when he re- 
linquished his command to enjoy a needed leave and 
prepare for the day of his retirement. In Gen. Getty 
the Army loses one of its most distinguished officers 
and the country one of its most able defenders. Gradu- 
ating from the Military Academy July 1, 1840, he 
joined as a 2d Lieutenant the regiment from which he 
now retires as Colonel, the 4th U. 8. Artillery. After 
a service at various stations he engaged with his regi- 
ment in the war with Mexico, and distinguished him- 
self highly at Contreras, Molino del Rey, Chepultepec, 
and the assault and capture of the City of Mexico. Fo 
hig gallantry at Contreras and Churubusco he received 
the brevet of Captain. From Mexico he was speedily 
transferred to the scene of hostilities against the Semi- 
nole Indians in Florida in 1849 and 1850. At an early 
stage of the Civil War ke served in command of the 
artillery in the engagement with the batteries on the 
Potomac River near Budd’s Ferry, and thenceforward 
his military services brought him prominently hefore 
the country. On the 25th of September, 1862, he was 
appointed Brigadier-General of Volunteers. 

The list of the numerous engagements in which Gen. 
Getty bore a distinguished part 1s a long one, and in- 
cludes the siege of Yorktown, Gaines’s Mills, Malvern 
Hill, South Mountain, Antietam, the Rappahannock 
Campaign, Fredericksburg, operations about Suffolk, 
Va., etc. At the battle of the Wilder- 
ness he was severely wounded, but this 
caused but little cessation in his active service. 
In the valley of the Shenandoah he participated in the 
memorable vattles of the Opequan, Fisher’s Hili, and 
Cedar Creek, and at the close of the war at the battle 
of Sailor’s Creek and the capitulation of Gen. Lee. He 
received the brevets of Lieutenant-Colonel, Colonel, 
Brigadier-General, and Major-General in the Regular 
Army and the brevet of Major-General of Volunteers 
for distinguished gallantry and meritorious services on 
many a hard fought field. The close of the war found 
him a Major of the 5th U. S. Artillery, but in 1866 he 





was appointed Colonel of the 37th U. 8. Infantry under 
the new establishment. In January, 1871, he returned 
to his favorite arm—the artillery—as Colonel of the 3d 
Regiment, and in July last was transferred to the 4th 
Regiment, from which he now retires. 

Gen. Getty has always been an exceedingly popular 
officer, and has as many friends out of the Army as he 
has init. The best of wishes go with him and his 
family into the quiet retirement of private life, and but 
one act more seems requisite on the part of the country 
to show its gratitude to and admiration of this distin- 
guished soldier, and that is to enact alaw promoting 
him to the grade of Brigadier-General, to which he is 60 
justly entitled. 





By the retirement of Gen. Getty, Lieut.-Col. C. Le 
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Best, 4th Artillery, becomes Colonel of that regiment, 
Major John Mendenhall of the ist becomes Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the 4th, Capt. John I. Rodgers of the 2d 
becomes Major of the 1st, Lieut. W. P. Vuse of the 2d 
is promoted to a Captaincy, and 2d Lieut. E. M. Weaver 
to a 1st Lieutenancy. 








VICTIMS OF THE TYLER DECISION. 

Tr has always been a question whether the Tyler lon- 
gevity decision was of any real benefit to the Army, and 
a few unfortunates are now very decidedly of the opin- 
ion that it is not. The Treasury officials have always 
believed that officers dropped from the service for any 
cause and restored by Executive order were not legally 
inthe Army. The question never having been formally 
raised they have not felt obliged to pass upon it offi- 
cially, but in overhauling;the accounts of officers apply- 
ing for longevity they have came to the conclusion that 
certain officers have already had more than they were 
entitled to, having received pay when not legally in the 
service. These officers are Capt. Adam Badeau, re- 
tired; Capt. Frank T. Bennett, 9th Cavalry; Capt. 
Francis E. Lacey, 10th Infantry; Major Benj. P. Run- 
kle, retired; Major W. P. Gould, Pay Department ; 
Capt. Robt. H. Montgomery, 5th Cavalry; Capt. Jos. 
H. Van Derslice, retired; Asst. Surg. Benj. F. Pope; 
1st Lieut. John H. McBlair, Jr., retired; 1st Lieut. 
Chas. P. Miller, retired, and Chaplain Vincent Palen. 
The cases of these officers have been certified to the 
Court of Claims. 

It would require too much space to give the history 
of each of the cases, but one may serve for illustration, 
that of Lieut. Chas. P. Miller. Lieut. Miller was ex- 
amined by a retiring board and recommended to be 
wholly retired, as his disability was, they held, not in- 
curred in the line of duty. He secured a re-examina- 
tion by another retiring board, which made the same 
recommendation, and the proceedings were approved 
by the President, and the official order wholly retiring 
him was issued. Subsequently Lieut. Miller succeeded 
in having his case referred for an opinion to the Sur- 
geov-General, who reported! that the disability was in- 
curred in the line of service. On this report the Presi- 
dent reinstated Lieut. Miller to the retired list, where 
he has been ever since. In one or two of the other 
cases mentioned the officers were dismissed by Court- 
martial and subsequently reinstated. The Second 
Auditor holds that the President had no power to rein- 
state these officers without reappointment and confirma- 
tion. Hence, as he holds, officers so restored are in- 
debted to the Government for all they have received 
since the date of their original withdrawal f:om service. 
Acting upon this opinion the Second Comptroller re- 
ferred these cases, as we have said, to the Court of 
Claims. 

Some ‘of the officers concerned have expressed a de- 
sire to abandon tbe claim for longevity rather than take 
the serious risk of a decision againstthem. Such a de- 
cision would affect officers besides the ten named. A 
list of officers whose status is the same, now being 
prepared in the Adjutant-General’s office, will include 
twenty-five or thirty names. Secretary Lincoln is said 
to share the doubts of the Treasury Department as to 
their status, and is anxious to have it determined. In 
case of a final decision against them by the Supreme 
Court, which would take them out of the Army, it is 
expected that he will recommend the restoration of the 
deserving ones. 








Ovr English friends, who ask us to accept their vic- 
tories over Ashantee savages and Egyptian fellabs as 
great feats of arms, are naturally a little sensitive on 
the subject of ‘‘ brag,” and we can forgive our con- 
temporary, the United Service Gazette, for what it says 
on this subject, especially as it acquits us of responsi- 
bility. ‘The Americans,” it tells us, ‘‘ are pre eminently 
sensible, and at the same time highly sensitive to ridi- 
cule. Such being the case, we are surprised that they 
should show such a marked tendency to exaggerate 
the merits of every person and thing connectei with 
their country. Two instances of this habit of brag are 
furnished by the Army AND Navy Journat of August 
18. Our contemporary, however, is not responsible, 
as it merely gives the opinions of others, and adds uo 
comment. The first instance is an assertion of Gen. E. 
W. Butler that General Jackson, who commanded at 
New Orleans, and afterwards obtained the Presidency 
of the United States, was the ‘greatest man who ever 
lived.’ The absurdity of this statement is too manifest 
for any remark to be necessary. The other instance is 
the opinion expressed by General Scott of General Ro- 
bert Lee. We are told that just before the Civil Wir 
a banker asked General Scott whom he regarded as the 
greatest living soldier. General Scott replied: ‘Col. 
Robert Lee is not only the greatest soldier of America, 


| but the greatest soldier now living in the world;’ and 
| again, ‘I tell you, sir, that Robert E. Lee is the greatest 
soldier now living, and if he ever gets the opportunity, 
he will prove himself the greatest captain of history.’ 
As Col. Robert Lee had up to that time only fought 
against Mexicans and Indians, it was rather strong to 
speak of him as the greatest living soldier. He haa 
proved himself to be a most promising officer, but 
nothing more, while there were at that time in Europe 
several generals who, at the head of armies, had ex- 
hibited high talents for command. The fact is that 
General Scott was himself no great military authority, 
and it was more from luck than perspicacity that he 
foretold the eminence which the future Confederate 
leader was to attain. When Lee got the opportunity 
he certainly profited by it, and he deserves to be ranked 
among the most able of the second-class commanders 
of the world. Considering the circumstances in which 
he was placed, the enormous material resources of the 
Federals, and the great numerical superiority of their 
numbers, his achievements showed that he possessed 
some of the highest qualties vf a general, but to try to 
put him on a level with Marlborough, Wellington, Na- 
poleon, the Archduke Charles, and men of that calibre, 
is ridiculous. Were we asked to bracket him with a 
European general of the last twenty years we should be 
disposed to select for his equal, Chanzy.” 


Ir is expected that the Tennessee, Vandalia, Yantic, 
and Swatara, of the North Atlantic squadron, and the 
training ships Saratoga and Portsmouth will be pres- 
ent at the celebration at Newburgh, N. Y., which will 
be held on the 18th of October. It is not improbable 
that troops will be ordered there from New York har- 
bor. The project of ordering the West Point cadets 
to take part iv the celebration, was opposed by the Su- 
perinteudent of the Academy, on the ground that it 
would interfere with their studies. His objection was 


relled with China. The complete isolation to which he 
has reduced France has had a natural result in the out. 
break against King Alfonso.” 








Ir appearing that the Boards of Appraisal on articles 
in the several Navy-yards (which are now being sold) 
did not appraise articles that had previously been cop. 
demned and were on hand, the Navy Department has 
ordered the Boards to reconvene and appraise all such, 
This will probably involve another public sale of con- 
siderable extent. , 


On September 21, Secretary of the Treasury, Folger, ad- 
dressed a letter to the Civil Service Commission, in which he 
cited the provisions of section 1,754 of the Revised Statutes 
relating to the preference to be given in appvintments to 
persons honorably discharged from the military or nayal 
service in the United States on account of wounJs or dis- 
ability incurred in the line of duty, and asked whether any 
of four names certified to him by the commissioners as those 
of proper persons from whom to make a selection to fill g 
nine-hundred-dollar vacancy were the names of persons en- 
titled to preference under the statute. He was answered by 
the secretary of the commission that one of the four per- 
sons named claimed preference on account of honorable dis- 
charge from the military service, but added that the com- 
mission had no information as to whether or not he was ep- 
titled to preference under the section of the statutes in 
question. It is held by many, including several high officials 
in the Treasury Department, that the heads of the different 
departments have an undoubted right to test the business 
capacity of these veterans, and to appoint them to office if 
they see fit without any interference of the Civic Service 
Commissioners.

JupGe Buiopaett, in the United States Court at Chi- 
cago, on Wednesday, gave a decision in the matter of 
enlistments in the U.S. Army. Willard C. Deming 
enlisted ix the Regular Service, and four days after do- 
ing so deserted, but was apprehended. He came into 
court on a writ of habeas corpus. The Adjutant-Gene- 
ral made a return that Deming, being a soldier, should 
be tried by court-martial. The court decided that the 
enlistment of Deming was in the nature of a civil con- 
tract, and that he being a minor, could not be legally 
bound by such a contract, except in cases specially 
provided for, of which this was not one. The Adju- 
tant-General suggested that the enlistment act of Feb- 
ruary 18, 1862, ordered that when an enlisted recruit 
swore that he was 21 years of age he could not set up 
his age as a barto punishment. The court held the 
act to be inoperative, as it conflicted with the muster 
actof 1872. The prisoner was discharged. 





Tue French Government have done a good service to 
King Alfonso of Spain by suffering him to be insulted 
by the mob of Paris and thus increasing his popularity 
at home. Taklug offence at his appointment by the 
German Emperor as honorary colonel of the Ublan Regi- 
ment of Strasburg, the Parisians hooted at him in the 
streets; but as his own subjects made the insult their 
own, and gave him a most enthusiastic greeting on his 
return to Madrid, he has nothing to complain of. The 
London Times, editorially commenting upon the recent 
events in Paris, says that a Government which cannot 
secure a courteous reception for a national guest in its 
own capital can hardly be acquitted of weakness and 
incapacity, even if it escape suspicion on the score of 
siucerity and good will.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

A wavaL record extending over more than sixty years has 
been terminated this week by the death of the senior rear- 
admiral on the’retired list, the venerable Admiral J oshua R. 
gands, which took place at Baltimore on the 2d of October 
from the effects of a cold. He was born in Brooklyn in 
1795. His father, Joshua Sands, a personal friend of Wash- 
ington, Was Collector of the Port of New York during 
Adams’s Administration, and afterward a member of Con- 
gress from this State. As the son was about to enter college 
the war of 1812 broke out, and he entered the Navy as acting 
midshipman under Commodore Chauncy, on Lake Ontario. 
He saw active service all through the war on board the 
Madison, 7oronto, Pike and Washington, and in 1818 he 
was commissioned a lieutenant. He served on various sta- 
tions, at home and abroad, until the outbreak of the Mexican 
war, attaining in 1840 the rank of commodore. During that 
war he had command of the Vixen and served with great 
credit. In 1851 he took command of the frigate St. Law- 
rence to convey the Government exhibits to the World’s Fair 
in England, Before sailing a reception and banquet was 
tendered him by the city of Brooklyn, at which he was pre- 
sented with a sword and epaulettes, which he retured to the 
Historical Society of Brooklyn a short time ago, together 
with a gold snuff-box, inlaid with diamonds, presented to 
him by Queen Victoria, In England and also in Portugal 
he was the recipient of many honors. In 1856 he took com- 
mand of the Susquehanna, and the following year, with her, 
assisted iu laying the first cable. On account of his services 
in this connection he was presented with a gold medal by 
Queen Victorix. In 1859 he was ordered to the command of 
the U. S. squadron on the coast of Brazil and remained there 
until the breaking out of the Rebellion. In 1862 he was 
commissioned commodore, and was engaged on the lake 
defences until 1866, when he was promoted to rear-admiral, 
and placed on the retired list, In 1869 he was appointed the 
first port-admiral, and stationed at Norfolk, Va., where he 
remained until 1872, since which time he has been living in 
Baltimore and spending his summer at the North. Admiral 
Sands was first married, in 1826, to Mary, daughter of Col. 
John Stevens, of Hoboken, N. J., who died two years later. 
In 1830 he married Henrietta, the younger sister of his first 
wife. His third wife was Miss Crook, whom he married in 
Baltimore in 1847. Much talk was created at the time, as 
Miss Crook was only 19 and a great beauty, while Admiral 
Sands was over 50. By his third wife he had three children, 
only one of whom now lives, the wife of Paymaster W. N. 
Watmough, U.S. N., at whose house he died. The remains 
were conveyed to Brooklyn, where the funeral ceremonies 
were held at St. Ann’s Church, on Thursday afternoon. A 
detachment from the Navy-yard, Brooklyn, attended the fu- 
neral by direction of Commodore Upshur. In accordance 
with the last wishes of Admiral Sands, the Navy Depart- 
ment authorized Commodore Upshur, to detail two officers 
and six men from the New York Navy-yard to attend the 
funeral from St. Ann’s Church, Brooklyn, on Thursday. He 
was not buried with military honors.

THE MARCH FROM GAITHERSBURG. 


Camp WASHINGTON, GAITHERSBURG, MD., t 
Sept. 30, 1883 (Evening). 


Dear JourNAL: The second summer's encampment here 
of the Washington and Fort McHenry garrisons will soon be 
ended, and the *‘ Dashing Second,” to the time-honored tune 
of ‘*The Girl I Left Behind Me,” will be marching lightly 
over the road that leads westward out of Gaithersburg. The 
camp will be struck not later than the 10th of October, and 
then, disencumbered of all impedimenta that can possibly be 
dispensed with, the command wi!l set out on its fall excur- 
sion march; this time to Harper’s Ferry, thence across the 
Potomac and up the Shenandoah Valley. Going and return- 
ing by different routes, as sensible tourists should travel, 
and with marches not excessively long, in view of the non- 
necessity of their being so and the non-experience of the 
men, the column will be en route a fortnight, returning in 
time to enable the batteries to resume their respective sta- 
tions before the end of October. 

Last year the battalion marched, via the Frederick road, 
through Clarksville to Frederick, thence over South Moun- 
tain to Antietam, and thence via Boonsboro and Pikesville 
to the Battlefield of Gettysburg. It did not start till Novem- 
ber 2, and that night cold weather set in that lasted till the 
mountain ranges were crossed and the command encamped 
on the undulating plains of Pennsylvania. At night there 
was much discomfort from the cold, but the sun shone 
brightly on the Sunday morning Antietam was visited and 
no one could wish for a more perfect day than that on which 
the march was made over the field of Gettysburg. It was 
all worth going so far to see. The cold, wet, fatigue, and 
discomfort have all been forgotten by those who have the 
traveller's sense of enjoyment in rambling at will over scenes 
of such deep historic interest. . 

But speaking of history and recalling that march, there is 
one circumstance remembered that went far to mar the en- 
joyment of the visit to the famous battle ground of Gettys- 
burg. It was, that it should have pleased an always wise 
but sometimes mysterious Providence that none but Penn- 
sylvanians should fight on the Union side on those immortal 
July days when the Nation’s life was saved at the cost of so 
many precious lives. There are good and loyal people in 
other States than Pennsylvania, who have believed through 
mapy long and lonely years that a father, a brother, a son, 
or a lover laid down his life at Gettysburg. There are those 
in other loyal States who have believed the balls they carried 
in their scarred bodies came from the enemy at Gettysburg, 
and there are others too, not Pennsylvanians, who remember 
leaving an arm or aleg inits bloody shambles. But the 
learned men of the Gettysburg Association treat all these 
beliefs as mere illusions, 

Twenty years after the battle, when time enough has 
elapsed to collect from the survivors accurate details as to 
locale and personal, and thus to have tte means of doing 
justice to all the participants, an elaborate attempt. has been 
made to mark the positions occupied by the Federal troops. 
This has been done by small boards nailed to posts stuck in 
the ground, and on each board having painted the designa- 
tion of the regiment that stood on that particular spot. As 
the visitor walks along the line of battle, or ‘‘ The Avenue,” 
as it is cdiled, these boards meet the eye every few steps. 
They line the field from oneend to the other, cropping out 
in the most unexpected places, and startling the passer-by 
out of bis reverie by their bald statements of facts. From 
the great number of these signboards, their close proximity 
to each other, and from their positions, the conviction is 
forced upon one’s mind that the regiments were about as 
large as ordinary sized platoons are now, and that they were 
aliin the front line of battle. Nearly every board has 
painted on it the designation of some Pennsylvania regiment 
Every available point from which a musket could be fired 
appears to have been occupied by some gallant Pennsylva- 
nia organization, Apparently there was not room for any 
others ; there could not have been if these signs tell the 
truth. 

There were two or three exceptions to the constant reitera- 
tion of “Nth. Pa. V.,” or ** Nth. Pa. Reserves,” or ‘* Nth. 
Pa, Reserves, 3d Position,” or ‘* Nth. P. V., 16th Position.” 
One of these exceptions is where some deluded mortal, who 
cherished a dear but erroneous idea that he, too, was at Get- 
tysburg, has dared to erect a shingle to the memory of a 
New Hampshire or a Rhode Island Battery, it is forgotten 
which. And there is one post, shorter and shabbier than the 
others, bearing a piece of clapboard, on which is the legend, 
** General Gibbin’s Hd.-Qrs.” There’s richuess for you. 
‘That beats Bannagber, and Bannagher beats the devil! ” 

To the right of the slough, near the ‘‘ Devil’s Den,” the 
memorial chips of the Penn. Reserves, localizing half-a- 
dozen different positions for each regiment, are strewn so 
thickly as to preclude the possibility of any New Yorkers 
having been on the ground at all when the blood-crested 
wave of battle was stayed in that hell of carnage, that strug- 
gle of the giants, at the base of Little Round Top, and 
rolled in smoke and fire back to the Peach Orchard. But 
what ever is the use of worrying over history when you know 
how to use discreetly a paint-brush and a barrel-head * 

It is to be hoped that, in the march of the regiment this 
year, no more illusions will be similarly dispelled, or wounds 
inflicted on State pride, by such indicative shingles as disturb 
one’s equanimity at Gettysburg. 

The premonitory symptoms of the camp’s breaking up 
have already exhivited themselves, and this not only in the 
departure of the ladies and chiidren, but the beginning of 
the doing of certain thiags for the last time, which is always 
accompanied by a feeling more or less sad. The summer 
guests have flitted from the hotel, where the last dance hag 
been given, and next week there will be the last camp 
‘*hop.” The last afternoon drive haz been taken along 
shaded country roads where woodland odors and the flavor 
of the young pines gave health and pleasure. There can be 
no more excursious where the vistas end with soft pictures 
of blue sky aud fleecy cloud seen through stereoscopic effects 
of supernaturally still branches holding out clusters of 
autumn tinted leaves. The blue and purple of the distant 
hilis are vanishing through the overmastering olive hue that 
creeps along down the slopes, to blend with the deep green 
that marks the water course encircling the camp. And the 
olive and the grey, and the criason and the yellow of the 
frost smitten foliage don’t somehow harmonize with the 
white tents as did the tints of summer. 

* Since the visit of the 2d Artillery last year to Gettysburg, it 
has been given out that the Gettysburg Assuciation has peti- 
tioned, or proposes to petition, the Legislatures of New York and 
Massachusetts for pecuniary aid to “improve’’ the battlefield of 
Gettysburg.

The neutral colors suggest wet feet of a morning and cold 
nights, and by contrast the comforts of a cannel coal fire and 
a hair mattress.

HONORS TO THE VETERANS. 


Ar the Soldier’s Reunion at Maryville, Mo., last week a 
sham battle was fought, during which Capt. Parcher'’s com- 
pany charged a battery, supposing that the guns were un- 
loaded, Unfortunately one was loaded, and Private John 
Small, of a forged ahead of the line just as the gun 
was discharged. ‘The wad passed through his body, and his 
right arm and shoulder was torn off. He died the same 
evening. 

The Veterans Rights Union, of New York, are still making 
earnest efforts to secure better recognition of their claims, 
and held a meeting a few evenings ago at which two com- 
mittees were appointed, one to wait upon Gen. John A. 
Logan, and the other upon Henry W. Slocum, with a view 
to securing some legislation in Congress that shall more 
completely provide for veteran soldiers and sailors in the 
matter of appointments to Federal positions. 

The work of removing the remains of 107 North Oarolina 
Confederate soldiers from Arlington Cemetery to North Car- 
olina commenced on Monday last. It is expected that the 
remains will be ready for removal by the 16th of October to 
Raleigh, where they will lie in state in the State-house, and 
will be finally interred with appropriate ceremonies.

The cor- 
respondent writes that the citizens turned out en masse to re- 
ceive the Union veterans and escorted them to the court house, 
where they were welcomed by the mayor and handsomely en- 
tertained. The court house and many of the private dwellings 
in the place were decorated. Tue correspondent says: “The 
evidence of good-will with which the Northern veterans have been 
received have been at all stages of the most unmistakable charac- 
acter.” 

Mrs. Stonewall Jackson, who has returned from her Northern 
trip, writes a card in reply to comments from the South- 
ern press upon her accepting the hospitality of Governor Bon 
Butler. She says: ‘‘ While in Boston we were entertained at a 
hotel, and did not cross the threshold of General Butler. Jus- 
tice, however, compels me to say that he was wanting in no 
courtesy to the guests of his State. The people of Bostop and 
at every point where we visited in the North certainly gave 
evidence that my husband’s name was held in such honor and 
reverence that my heart could not but be touched with tender 
and gratetul emotion.” 

Application has been made to the War Department by a few 
survivors of a Confederate brigade living In Norfolk for per- 
mission to use their old battle flags, now in possession of that 
Department, on the occasion of a reunion to take place in a few 
weeks, Adjutant-General Drum replied that the application 
would have to be refused, as neither the Secretary of War nor 
the President can give or lend those flags without the sanction of 
Congress.

THE NELSON CURTIS WILL CASE. 


Tax contest over the will of the late Nelsun Curtis, which 
has excited considerable interest in that part of the cit; 
which was formerly Roxbury, where Mr. Curtis had p 
a large part of his life. has been finally settled. The estate 
was appraised at $1,648,700, and by the terms of the will the 
greater part of it was left to George Curtis, a brother of the 
deceased, aud his children, while the widow received but the 
income of $50,000 during her life, with other bequests which 
would bring the principal up to about $75,000. The nieces 
and nephews, about fifteen in number, received from $2,000 
to $5,000 each. One of these nephews was Gen, Nelson A, 
Miles, who was said to have been the favorite nephew of the 
deceased. The will was admitted to probate without contest, 
but an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, the reasons 
stated being alleged unsoundness of mind on the part of 
deceased, aud alleged undue influence exercised upon him by 
the said George Curtis and Solomon A. Bolster, both of 
whom were named as executors of the will. 

The trial was expected to bea long and interesting one, 
both from the magnitude of the issues involved and the 
ability of the counsel who had been retained for and against 
the will; but when the case was called this morning, a 
statement was ‘nade to the court that a settlement had been 
effected, and that the case would not be tried. The details 
of the settlement have not yet been perfected, but it is no- 
derstood, generally, that the widow is to receive $250,000, 
and the balance is to be equally divided among the nieces 
and nephews, they taking the shares which their parents 
would have taken if living, George Cartis taking a brothor’s 
share, the other brothers and sisters having deceased.

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THE CASE OF LIEUT. ROBERTSON. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your last issue, [am charged with ignorance in 
Lt. Robertson’s case, and with doing that officer ‘- great 
injustice and wrong,” by citing him as ‘‘ an example 
of favoritism in the Army.” I have not told all I know 
about the case. What I said is, ‘* possibly Lt. Robert- 
son’s pressing want of pay before it was due may have 
been caused by habits formed while enjoying the favor 
of European travel.” ‘The following facts justify me in 
using the case as an illustration. 1st. ‘* Lieut. Robertson, 
by his own exertions, secured for himself, from the 
French Governmeut, the privilege of entering its Offi- 
cers’ Cavalry School.” Your correspondent vouches 
for that. 2d. Lt. Robertson, when he had been only 
two years a commissioned officer, and less than that 
with his regiment, by his own exertions and the in. 
fluence of his father in Washington, obtained from our 
Government a year’s leave of absence to enjoy the pri- 
vilege just mentioned. That is to say, he secured *‘ pri- 
vileges,” or favors, from two governments, instead of 
one; which involved more of the spoiling effect of fa- 
voritism than Lintimated. But thatis notall. Your 
correspondent says that, to accomplish his object Lt. 
Robertson ‘‘ was willing to give up ove half. his monthly 
pay, his only inceme.” This forces out a marked feat- 
ure of favoritism in the case. 1 supp~se your corres- 
pondent was ignorant of it. Having sought, accepted, 
and availed himself of leave of absence under which, 
by law, he was entitled to half pay only, Lt. Robertson, 
through the further exertions of his father, secured the 
favor of a mandate changing his status from ‘leave of 
absence” to ‘‘ waiting orders,” and by virtue of that 
favor, he not only drew full pay forthe remainder of 
his absence, but recovered the balf of his pay (which 
had been forfeited), from the beginning of his leave to 
the date of the oruer changing his status. Was it un- 
just to cite him as an example of favoritism? ‘Your 
correspondent comryliments Lt. Robertson, and says he 
is ‘* confident that the findings of his court-martial will 
be, that in duplicating his pay accounts for last June he 
made an unintentional mistake.” We shall soon see 
whether this prediction is correct. ‘‘ Mistakes” of that 
sort are damaging to the Army, and to the officer who 
makes them. But I do not propose to go into that sub- 
ject now. 

I did not bring Lt. Robertson before the public, and 
I regret to find him there. He has many merits, and 
warm friends ; but too much zealin his cause may in- 
jure it. Discretion is an important part of friendship 
as well as the better part of valor.

THE LAST OF NAPOLEON'S MARSHALS.

Wovutp you kindly allow me to correct an error in 
the article which appears in this week’s JourNAL, en- 
tiled ‘*‘ Napoleon’s Marshals,” condensed by you from 
‘*Tempie Bar.” 1 do this the more readily as it is not 
geserally known which of Napoleon’s galaxy of mar- 
shals was the last to disappear from this mundane 
sphere, whereon they, in connection with their military 
creator, played such an important part in one of the 
most stirring epochs of the world’s history, and the 
question is very often asked, ‘‘ Which was he?” 
‘** Temple Bar” says ‘Soult was born in the same yeur as 
Napoleon, 1769, and outlived all his brother marshals, 
dyiog in 1852,” etc., etc.. 

Now short as is that sentence, there are two errors 
contained in it. Soult did not die in 1852, neither did 
he outlive all bis brother marshals, and a considera- 
tion of what is due to the truth of history demands 
that this statement should not pass without contradic- 
tion. Soult died on the 26th of November, 1851, and 
left behind him one of the ablest and most meritorious 
of the ‘‘ brother marshals,” namely Marmont, Duke of 
Ragusa, who died at Venice on the 2d of March, 1852. 
The Jilustrated London News of March 20th, 1852, 

ves a woodcut portrait of him, and the accompany- 
ing memoir begins ‘‘ Ultimus Romanorum, the very 
last indeed, and one most remarkable of a bril- 
liant galaxy—the Imperial Marshals of Napoleon,” 
etc. know that Soult is often considered the last 
surviving marshal, though not long ago an officer of 
very high rank assured me that Oudinot was—this 
he felt positive of, though Oudinot died in 1847.

UNIFORMS IN CROOK’S COMMAND. 


In the introduction to his story in Lippincott’s, to 
which we recently referred, Col. Chas. King describes 
the consternation of ** Lieut. Billings” at what he saw 
on joining his troop in Arizona, after having spent some 
years on detuched service in the East : 

Coming, as he had done, direct from a station and duties 
where full-dress uniform, lavieh expenditure for kid om, 
bouquets, and Lubin’s extracts were matters of daily fact, it 
must be admitted that the sensations he experien on 8ee- 
ing his detachment equipped for the scout were those of 
mila consternation. That much latitude as to individual 
dress and equipment was permitted he had previously been 
informed; that “ full dress,” and white shirts, collars, and 
the like, would be left at home, he had sense enough to 
know; but that every officer and man in the command would 
be allowed to discard avy and all portions of the regulation 
uniform and appear rigged out in just such motley guise as 
his poetic or practical fancy might suggest, had never been 
pointed out to him; and that he, commanding his troop 
while his captain commanded the little battalion, could by 
any military possibility take his plece in front of his men 
without hie sabre, bad never for an instant occurred to him. 
As a conrequence, when he bolted into the mess-room shortly 
after daybreak on a bright June morning with that imposing 
bot at mest times useless item of cavalry equipment clanking 
at his heels, the lientenant gazed with sume astonix»bment 
upon the attire of bis brother-officers there assembled, but 
found himeelf the butt of much good-nature | and not over- 
witty “ chaff,” directed partially at the extreme newness and 
neatnese of his dark-biue flannel ecouting-shirt and high-top 
boots, but more especially at the glittering sabre swinging 
from his waist-belt. 

If Mr. Billings was astonished at the garb of bis brother- 
Officers at breakfast, he was simply ughast when he glanced 
along the Jine of Company A (as bis command was at that 
time officially designated) and the first sergeant rode out to 
report bis men present or accounted for. ‘Ihe first sergeant 
himself was got up in an old gray-flanuel shirt, open at and 
disclosing a broad, brown throat and neck; his head was 
crowned with what bad once been a white felt sombrero, 
now tanned by desert sun, wind, and dirt into a dingy mud- 
color; his powerful legs were encased in worn deer-skin 
breeches tucked into low-topped, broad-soled, well-greased 
boots; bis waist was girt with a rude * thimble-belt,” in the 
loops of which were thrust scores of copper cartridges for 
carbine and pistol; his carbine, and thore of all the com- 
mand, swung in a leather loop athwart the pommel of the 
saddle; revolvers in all manner of cases hung at the hip, the 
regulation holster, in most instances, beivg conspicuous by 
its absence. Indeed, throughout the entire command the 
remarkable fact was to be noted that a company of regular 
pore = taking the field against hostile Indians, had dis- 
carded pretty much every item of dress or equipment pre- 
scribed or furnished by the authorities of the United States, 
and had eupplied themselves with an outfit utterly ununi- 
form, unpicturesque, undeniably slouchy, but not less un- 
deniably appropriate and serviceable. Not a forage-cap was 
to be seen, not a “ campaign-hat” of the style then pre- 
scribed by a board of ofiicers that might have known some- 
thing of hats, but never could have had an idea on the 
subject of campaigns. Fancy that black enormity of weighty 
felt, with flapping brim well-nigh a fvot in width, absorbing 
the fiery beat of an Arizona sun, and concentrating the 
burning rays upon the cranium of its unhappy wearer! No 
suct head-gear would our troopers suffer in the days when 
General Crook led trem through the canyons and deserts of 
that inbospitable Territory. Degerdiens of appearances or 
style himeelf, seeking only comfort in his dress, the chief 
speedily found means to indicate that, in Apache-campaign- 
ing at » it was to be a case of ‘inter arma silent leges” 
in dead earnest; for, freely translated ube old saw read, ** No 
red-tape when Indian-fighting.”

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MILITARY PRISONERS. 
Suggestions to those escorting them to Fort Leavenworth 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir has occurred to me that it would be useful to the many 
officers, and non-commissioned officers, who may be charged 
with the duty of escorting prisoners to the U. 8. Militar 
Prison, to give exact information as to what they are to do 
on their arrival at their destination, with which view this ig 
written. 

Those escorting prisoners should be particular to obtain 
transportation to Fort Leavenworth. at which place there jg 
a station of the Missouri Pacific Railroad ; the station at 
Leavenworth City is about three miles distant from the 
post, and stopping there would necessitate hiring convey. 
ances to tran~port the prisoners from the city to the peat, 
duty with which the railroads should be charged and for 
which no transportation is on hand at the Prison. On arriy- 
al at the Fort Leavenworth Station, the party have only 4 
short walk up a hill to the prison. The road goes up to the 
north and winds around almost in a semicircle to the sum- 
mit of the hill where the prison walls, (or lights at night,) 
make the prison unmistakable. On reaching the prison gate, 
which is immediately in front, facing south, the Sergeaut of 
the Guard is always ready to receive such parties, and there 
is a room prepared with bunks and bedding for non-com- 
missioned officers and privates. There is alsoa hotel in the 
garrison proper where officers can be accommodated during 
their stay. If the arrival is at night the officer may leave 
his party on reaching the prison and turning bis prisoners 
over to the Sergeant of the Guard, and present the papers 
required by orders (bis Post Order and the Descriptive 
Lists, Diecharges, Statements of Conduct, and General Court 
Martial Orders of the prisoners) at the Prison Ottice the next 
morning. The coffee money and rations are turned over to 
the Prison A. ©. 8., and ihe escort messes with the Prison 
Guard. Orders for the return of the parties are generally 
issued by the Governor of the Prison.

ARMY HONOR. 
To the Editor of the Nation: 


A friend in Washington tells me that in a recent issue of 
your paper appears an article which, under caption of 
** Honor in the Army,” is very severe upon us all; and 
three-quarters of us are west of the Micsissippi, far away 
from the busy baunts of men who read and coin opinions 
from what the newspapers lay before their eves. It would 
seem that because a few of us have ixsued false tokens in 
shape of duplicate pay accounts, all of us are to be stgma- 
tized as beings to whom honor has but the value Falstsff 
gives it. A reference to the records of the Bureau of Mili- 
tary Justice will show that officers of the Army who have 
been charged with *‘conduct unbecoming an officer and 4 
gentleman” (and of such conduct the definition is the same 
in the Army as out of it) have been justly dealt with by 
Courts-martial ; and that if, after having been found guilty 
of such conduct, they are still among those against whom 
your article appears to have been launched, it is not the 
fault of the Army, but owing purely to the way in which the 
civil portion of the milltazy establishment—to wit, the Presi- 
dent avd the Secretary of War—has been approached and 
influenced by powerful political and social friends of those 
who have been sentenced to dismissal from a service their 
actions have cast dishonor upon. We have tried to do what 
all prudent men will always do—cut away the sore spots ; 
but where we have failed, the authorities are to blame, and 
upon their beads should fall the discredit, not upon ours. 

Some people may remember that, shortly «fter the advent 
of Mr. Hayes. he caused it to be announced to the Army 
that crime would be punished, and tbat offenders need not 
look for mercy. The tone of the order setting this forth 
war such as to imply that all of us were more or less tainted 
with drunkenness, and that if we did not at once reform we 
might prepare to meet our just deserts. Well, officers were 
tried for drunkenness on duty, found guilty, sentenced to be 
dismissed ; and in nearly every case was the sentence either 
commuted to a forfeiture of part pay, with su:pension from 
the exercise of official functions for a short period, or else 
set aside without comment! A most flagrant case was that 
of an officer who was tried upon twenty-two specifications 
deecriptive of a variety of fraud, deceit, and other villany ; 
found guilty of all or a portion of every one of the twenty- 
two; very properly sentenced to be dismissed, but who is 
yet in the service, because Mr. Hayes, at the solicitation of 
a number of Senators and Representatives from the offen- 
der’s native State, commuted the sentence to a forfeiture of 
half-pay for one year, with suspension from rank and com- 
mand during the time—about the equivalent of a years 
leave of absence, which many a well beh «ved and hard work- 
ing officer fails to get, on the ground that his services can- 
not be spared. 

Many other instances of this way of neutralizing the efforts 
of military men to get rid of bad associates might be set 
forth. Take the cate of one who, while in command of & 
post, made improper advances toward the wife of a brother 
officer (at the time absent on duty), and who, after baving 
been repelled, made vse of his position as commanding 
officer to b!acken the ludy’s character. He was dismissed by 
sentence of a Court-martial, yet Mr. Hayes commuted the 
sentence ‘‘to two years’ suspension.” There are men in the 
Army to-day (not many) who, after having been ejected for 
infamous conduct, have been restored by acts of Congress 
and the President. One of the last officiul acts of the late 
Mr. Garfield was to remit a sentence of dismissal in the case 
of one of these men, whose old habits brought bim before & 
Court-martial shortly after he had been restored to the Army 
by Mr. Hayes. The last Congress, in spite of earnest oppo- 
sition from the Army, passed an act anthorizing the Presi- 
dent, in his discretion, to appoint one of these characters to 
the first vacancy of captain occurring in the infantry. and 
thereby to retard the promotion of a lieutenant of twenty 
years’ faithful and blameless service. The bill had already 
passed one branch of Congress, and was awaiting action 10 
the other, when it was correctly reported that the person to 
be benefited had been seen disgracefully drunk in the streets 
of the capital. Did tbis influence the vote on the bill when 
itcame up? Nota bit of it. Its allies carried it through in 
the face of previous bad character, immoral conduct, a 
drunkenness; and if the party is not in the Army to-day, ! 
is becauso the discretion of the President is of finer texture 
than was that of hig two defunct predecessors. And yet, 
should this person be appointed, the Army (to judge from 
the papers) would be responsible for him. Deieicies

McCLELLAN’S SELF-COMPLACENCY. 

Tux vinth volume of the official records of the war for 
the Union, just published, contains a somewhat curious let- 
ter from Gen. George B. McClel'an to Gen. Burnside, in the 
spring of 1862. In it, he says: “I feel very proud of York- 
town; itand Manassas will be my brightest chapiets in bis- 
tory; for I know I accomplished everything in both places 
by pure military skill. Iam very proud and grateful to God 
that He allowed me to purchase such great success at #0 
trifling a loss of life. Wecame near being badly beaten at 
Williamsburg. I arrived on the field at 5 rp. m. and found 
all thought we were whipped and in for a disaster. You 
would have been glad to see, old fellow, how the men cheered 
and brightened up when they saw me. In five minutes after 
I reached the ground a possible defeat was changed into 
certain victory. ; I expect to fight a desperate battle 
in front cf Richmond, and against superior numbers some- 
what intrencbed. The Government have deliberately placed 
mein this position. If I win, the greater the glory. If I 
Jose they will be damned forever, both by God and men. . . 
The crisis cannot be long deferred. I pray for God's bless- 
ing on our arms, and rely far more on His goodness than I 
do on my own poor intellect. I sometimes think now that I 
can almo-t realize that Mohammed was sincere. When I 
gee the hand of God guarding one so weak as myself, I can 
almost thivk myself a chosen instrnment to carry out His 
schemes. Would that a better man had been selected.”’ 

This was written from the headquarters of the Army at 
Tunstall Station, May 21, 1862. It seems to have been a 
private letter, and probably Gen. McClellan never expected 
to see it in print; but it appears to have been filed with the 
official records, and, being published, it is a fair subject for 
comment as an indication of tre character of the man who 
wrote it. The things that must strike every reader of it are 
Gev. McClellan’s sweet innocence, unconsciousness, and 
simple piety. He owns to himself and friend that he is very 
proud of the *‘pure military skill” be had exhibited at Ma- 
nassas and Yorktown. What, then, were the achievements 
which were to be Gen. McClellan's ‘“‘brightest chaplets in 
bistory ?’ At Manassas he had permitted Gen. Joe Johnston, 
with 50,000 men, to bold him back all winter, though he had 
under bis command a well appointed army of 150,000! His 
“pnrely military skill” consisted in waiting—waiting even 
after Mr. Lincoln in despair peremptorily and repeatedly 
ordered an advance; and tLen, in allowing his enemy to re- 
tire unburt, in his own time and own way, behind the Rap- 
pabannock, without @ hostile volley being fired ! 

In front of Yorktown Gen. McClellan permitted Gen. Ma- 
grader, with 15,000 men, to keep him and his army of 50,000 
back for a mouth, during which McClellan was calling for 
reinforcements and getting up siege trains which were not 
to be used. Having remained at Yorktown as long as suited 
their purpose, the enemy evacuated Yorktown and retired up 
the Peniusula to the utter surprise of Gen. McClellan and of 
the entire Union Army. These are facts of history, as well 
established as anything relating tothe war. The rebel Gen- 
erals had every reason to be satisfied with the results of Ma- 
nassas and Yorktown. If Gen. McClellan was also suited, 
then he was very easily satisfied. 

As for Williamsburgh, where Gen. McClellan as good as 
says that his presence turned the tide of battle from defeat 
to victory, it is enough to say that the battle was over be- 
fore Gen. McClellan came on the field. Gen. A. 8. Webb, 
who was on Gen, McClellan's staff, in his account of the bat- 
tle in his history of the Peninsula campaign, shows distinctly 
that Gen. McClellan kuew nothing abont the battle except 
that it was in progrexs all day from 7.30 a. m. till4 P. m., 
and that he was nowhere near it till it was over, though the 
— of a Commander-in-Chief was greatly needed, for 

subordinate Generals, Hooker and Sumner, were fighting 
without concert of action. All that Gen. MoClelian did, 
after his arrival on the field, Gen. Webb shows, was to make 
“the necessary dispositions for more united action on the 
following day.” The following day the enemy was not there, 
to fight, or to be fought. For him, his safe retirement was 
asuccess, For Gen. McClellan it ought to have been a bit- 
ter disappointment and mortification. 5 

The ultimate collapse of the military reputation of a Gene- 
ral who could plume himself on such achievements as these, 
and who, after such pitiable failures to improve his immense 
advantages could see in himself an instrument chosen of 
God to overthrow the rebellion, is easily understood. Gen. 
McClellan's unfounded snd unbounded self-conceit has been 
made apparent in many other ways, but in not many other 
documeuts does he posture more distinctly m the role of 
Little Jacky Horner than in this letter to Burnside. 








THE BRITISH CAVALRY AT BALAKLAVA. 

Tue number of that excellent illustrated weekly magazine, 
The Continent, for Sept. 5, contains an interesting article by 
Henry W. B. Howard, describivg the two brilliant charges 
of the British cavalry at Balaklava, the Light Brigade, coom- 
manded by Lord Cardigan, and the Heavy Brigade, com- 


manded by General James Scarlett, the two togetber, in all ! p 


abont 1,500 men, forming the divisicn of ctvalry com- 
manded by Lieutenant-General the Earl of Lucan. It is a 
curious fact, says Mr. Howard, “that neither of the officars 
who led these charges had ever seen service ia the field be- 
fore. Lord Cardigan, although fifty-seven years old when 
&ppointed to his command, had spent his military career in 
Peace service, »nd was thoaght to have acquired in that way 
some ultra-military notions, which led him to construe bis 
Orders with a strictness better adapted to the barracks than 
to operations in the field in the presence of anenemy. But 
if it was this that kept him in his position at the foot of the 
Chersouese steep, and restrained him from flinging the 
Weight of Lis squadrons on the flank of the Russian cavalry 
Whive Scarlett’s dragoons were hammering at their front, so 
it was this same strict obedience to orders that carried him 
80 bravely down the vulley and into the battery, under cir- 
cumstances that might have led a more experienced officer 
to assume to exercise such discretion as he might infer from 
the circumstances would be justified. It was this devotion 
toa dangerous, a fxtal duty which glorified the charge of 
the Light Brigade. General Scarlett also was well advanced 
in age, being fifty-five years old when he made his splendid 
Charge, which no young officer, with all the enthusiasm and 
dash of early manhood, could have surpassed.

Balaklava should be added to the list of dangerous enter- 
prises successfully conducted. Describing the shock of the 
encounter, he says : 

** The English squadrons came thundering on. Already 

outflanked by the enemy, the line, which had been formed 

in two ranks, gradually extended itself in both directions, 

the men of the rear rauk eagerly pressing forward iuto the 

front rank, until there was ouly a single line—and even thfs 

failed to cover the front of the hostile phalanx. In this or- 

der, and now advancing at the highest possible speed, they 

fell upon the evemy with a force that drove them well into 

the mass. It was too much to be expected of the Russians 
that they should sit still upon their horses in the face of this 
tremendous onslaught, and, without the advantage of mo- 
mentum or the inspiration of a charge, oppose their bodies 

directly to the heavy dragoons that bore dowa upon them. 

So the front ranks opened to let the intruders pass, and 
soon the entice first line of the English became engulfed in 
the Russian columu, swaliowed up, lost to sight, aud appar- 
ently doomed to destruction. Tue great weight of the heavy 
cavalry, their tall horses and their long swords, gave them 
advantages in their hand-to-hand conflict that ensued—each 
man or group of men completely surrounded by the enemy ; 
but the destructiveness of their work with the sword was 
greatly diminished by the shakos and tough gray overcoats 
worn by the Russians, which resisted the sabres, point and 
edge, and the carnage on both sides was much less than 
would seem possible iv such an affray. But the Scotch and 
Irish troopers fought madly, the Laniskillings going ia with 
a cheer and cutting their way through wilh a yell, and the 
Greys, with a “low, exger, fierce moan of raptur3—the moan 
of ouiburr ting desire.” Some of these men, when close pressed 
by atbrong, plied thesabre with one hand, and with the 
other seized tneir assuilants by the coat and dragged them 
from their saddles. Each one of the three huudred pre- 
sented the spectacle of a man of great strength and st .ture, 
of a fiery race, inspired by zeal, exhilarated by the wild 
charge, and maddened as men are who are beset by num- 
bers, putting forth his whole power to defend his life aud 
overcome his foes. The Russians, at the outset no match 
man for man for their assailants (they were Light Cavalry), 
obedient and ducile by nature, accustomed to domination, 
hampered by their very numbers—so closely were they mass- 
ed together—and deprived of all the exciting conditions 
upon which cavalry depends for success, were able to grap- 
ple with the foe in only a half-hearted way, and were no 
doubt relieved when one of these furious and mighty men, 
if they could not overcome him with their weapons, had 
fought his way past them into the vicinity of their fresher 
comrades. There were some of the English who in this way 
worked nearly through the depth of the column, but these 
preferred to remain fighting withia it to emerging into the 
cpen space beyond and engaging there with the Cossacks, 
who were prepared, under more advantageous circumstances, 
to despatch them.”’ 








FRENCH AUTUMN MANCUVRES. 


Tue maneuvres of the 7th and 8th French Army Corps 
were commenced a few days ago between Dijon and Besan- 
con, and were followed by Russian, English, [talian, Ger 
man, and Chinese officers. Tbe preliminaries are said to 
have been carried out without a hitch,—that is to say, in 
the space of four hours a large number of Reservists were 
thoroughly equipped and ready to march; a fact which 
augurs well for the rapidity with which a general mobiliza- 
tion could be accomplished. Two classes of Reservis:s hav- 
ing been called out for training, the companies found their 
effective’ raised to 150 men, or to within 60 of their maxi- 
mum war establishment. After having mavcuvred by bri- 
gade for a few days, operations on a larger scale were com- 
menced ; aud the 7th Corps represented an army invading 
Frauce by way of the defiies of the Jura, and after having 
invested Besancon, marching with five brigades on Dijon. 
We may mention that just before these operations began, 
a Major belonging to the 7th Corps, and who was watching 
a line of skirmishers, was shot dead, bat whether by acci- 
dent or on purpose is not known. The 8th Corps opposed 
the march of the enemy, and concentrated four brigades on 
the right bank of the Saone, near Puntariier. After a series 
of manouvres, which were all laid down beforehand, and 
which were, consequently, of no peculiar interest, the 8th 
Corps was repulsed. It was remarked that the 8th Corps, 
which had to protect its positiou at Pontariier with entrench- 
ments, was very slow in yetting under cover, and that the 
men evidently require instruction in the use of the pick and 
the spade.—Army and N.vy Gazette.

INSPECTION OF THE TWENTY-THIRD NEW YORK. 


Annual inspection and muster of the 23d took place at the 
parade ground of the Marine Barracks, at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yaid, on Wednesday, October 3, the ground having 
beeu put at the disposal of the regiment by the Commandant 
of Marines, Col. Heywood, with his usual courtesy. A bright, 
cool suuny afternoon overbead, and a beautiful hard and 
level piece of turf under fvot, there was nothing in the way 
of this regiment, to which is conceded rank amongst the 
furemost organizations in the State, making a display worthy 
of its reputation, aud it is only just to say that its perform- 
ance, taken as a whole, was a very creditable one. 

‘The 23d arrived on the grouod at about 2.30 p. m., under 
command of Oul. Roduey U. Ward, and baviug been received 
by the Marine Guard, drawn up ia line at the gate, with the 
usuxl preseut, marched to the opposite side of tue ground, 
where they formed in line in front of the barracks prepara- 
tory to tue beginning of the ceremonies. Thy ofticers wore 
their fatigue biouses aud white summer helmets. The men 
were in heavy marching order, wearing the State service 
uniform, with black helmets, and their appearance elicited 
geueral favorable comments among military spectators, of 
whom a large number were presont. At least, all those whose 
tendencies are progressive pronounced the present dress as 
exhibited here an improvement on the discarded gray. The 
patriotic Brooklynites had turned out en masse to witness 
the display of their favorite regiment; the fair element, es- 
peciaily, was present io large numbers; and, between the 
glitieriag muskets and the polished brasses of the soldiers, 
aud the gay toilets of the ladies, the grounds presented a

At about 3 P, M., the appearance of the Inspector-General,

immovable bearing at carry arms during the walk around by 
the inspectiug party, which lasted rather lung an accouat of 
the extent of the hue. ‘Tne strain of a protracted carry 
arms can only be appreciated by those who have been there 
theweelves. Tue parsage lu review with unequalized front 
was fine up to the last wheel, when tie distances became

of their faces to the sun. Another severe strain of carry 
arms followed, which was, however, well endnred by the 
men, when the ca of the first company gave the com- 
mand order arms in anticipation of the colonel, and was fol- 
lowed by the remaining company commanders in his rear. 
This captain no doubt acted as he did from no other motive 
than the comfort of his men, but he made a mistake, and 
the order of the colonel to resume the carry and remain 
there until further orders was proper, but the colonel him- 
self immediately made the e of commanding order 
arms with sword in the scabbard. The inspection of arms, 
which now followed, was generally correct through the whole 
battalion, yet the throwing up of pieces was awkward in 


many instances, and should be practiced. As to the general | G 


appearance of the companies, the cut and fit of the clothing, 
the adjustment of accoutrements, etc., the regiment looked 
well, and we learn that the condition of the muskets com- 
pared well with other regiments, There were unimportant 
defects, such as one meets more or less everywhere, but as a 
whole the regiment inspected well. After inspection re- 
cruits fell out, the companies were equalized with 16 files 
each, and these gave a number of battalion mancuvres, 
which, although not executed with the precision of armory 
drill, presented no vital blucders. 

Having executed the firings and a few movements of the 
manual (the latter being not up to the standard) the third 
company was thrown forward, and having psrformed a num- 
ber of skirmish movements in very good shape, the battalion 
reformed line, wheeled into column of fours and at 6 Pp. m. 
marched out of the gate, the Marine Guard as betore bein 
drawn up at present. Several of the company officers fail 
to salute the guard. The strength of the command appears 
from the following statement :

THE INDIANAPOLIS TOURNAMENT.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sir : Your correspondent’s criticism on the Indianapolis 
free-for-all drill calls forth this query : ‘‘ By what means did 
the judges arrive at the percentages therein announced ?” 

There were 158 movements on each programme. 100 was 
the figure of excellence, which made 100-158 to each move- 
ment. The Indianapolis company completed the 158 move- 
ments and got 96.1. The Branch Guards completed 109 
movements, and if there had been perfection in every 
one of them their percentage could only have been 68.8, yet 
your correspondent credits them with 90.8 How do they get 
it? One of the senior judges says that the judges made no 
such figures. It seems impossible for the Branch Guards 
completing only a trifle over % of the movements on 
the programme to be within 6 per cent. of a company who 
completed every one of them. 

This question of the markings at Indianapolis between the 
I. L. I. and the Branch Guards has occasioned considerable 
speculation in this part of the country, and in view of the 
fact that it is denied by one of the judges, that any such 
figures were made, wouldn’t it be well for some author to 
rise and say where he got them ?

NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


Tue Fall Prize Meeting of the National Rifle Association 
has for some reason attracted much less attention this year 
than usual, though the shooting has been excellent, the 
highest scores in the Army AND Navy Journat Match, for 
example, exceeding any previous record. The 7th Regiment 
is not unnaturally highly elated that this ten years’ contest 
should have ended in their favor, and the more so that the 
final trial of strength between them as representatives of 
the militia, and the U. 8. Engineers representing the Regular 


;| Army, should have been decided against the professionals. 


In explanation of this Capt. Ruffner, in command of Willet’s 
Point, in ‘* Printed Orders No. 8,” just issued, says: ‘‘ This 
match has been shot ten times, and was wonin 1878 bya 
team from the Engineer Battalion with a score of 310 out of 
a possible 420, nineteen teams competing. Third prize was 
won in 1879, score 328, seventeen teams ; and first prize 
again in 1881, score 349, with ten teams. In 1882 the Bat- 
talion team took fourth place with a score of 336, there 
being eleven contesting teams, and the winning team had a 
score of 350. This year the match was won, and the trophy 
secured by the 7th Regiment N. G. N. Y., with a score of 370 
The Battalion team took the second prize, score 354; and 
the winning team of last year, the third place, with a score 
of 353. Only two other teams contested. The Battalion 
return for June 1, 1883, showed an aggregate of 190 with 10 
absent ; but as for five years past no member of Company 
£ has fired with the Battalion team, the team was really 
selected from the post of Willet’s Point. The post return 
for June 1, 1883, showed an aggregate of 145 with 6 absent. 
That a team representing 8 per cent. of the strength of this 
organization should have competed so creditably during the 
last five meetings must be a matter of pride to all connected 
with the command. The Battalion team was composed as 
follows : Capt. J. C. Mallery ; Lieuts. Harry F. Hodges, J. 
G. Warrea; Sergeants T. E. Royston, C. Renaud, M. McCor- 
mack, C. E. von Sothen, M. Doolan, C. Barrett ; Corporals 
G. Doyle, A. Krebs, and Private J. Cavanagh. The inspec- 
tion return of the 7th Regiment, N. G. N. Y., on June 30, 
1883, gave an aggregate of 905 men. Their team used the 
Remington rifle, .50 calibre, with improved rear sights, 
different from the ordinary Remington sight ; and specially 
prepared ammunition. Two of their team shot in the 
American team, in the recent international military matches.” 

The highest previous scores in the Hilton Trophy Match 
have also been distanced this year by twenty-three points, the 
Michiganders coming nobly to the frovt and showing 
that if ganders, in the matter of rifle shooting they are 
neither geese nor goslings. Their success with the Sharps, 
with the Springfield third in the race, is another proof that the 
Springfield rifle, witb the present service ammunition, cannot 
take the Hilton trophy, though the shooting in the Seabury 
match raises the doubt whether the match rifles with which 
Americans have distinguished themselves all over the world 
can give the best military rifles five points at 800, 900, and 
1,000 yard ranges in scores of 35. 

The weather during the meeting was delightful, and every- 
thing favored good shooting, with the exception of the first 
day, when the wind rose to a gale. 

The meeting, though an earnest one, was not a large one 
in attendance, and gave various indications that something 
must be done to direct more attention in future to Creed- 
moor and revive the interest which is somewhat on the wane. 
Some of the more enterprising of the directors of the Asso- 
ciation are preparing to establish, by another year, a match 
on the general model of the Queen’s Match at Wimble- 
don. It is proposed to raise $5,000 for prizes and divide the 
match into two stages. In the first stage will be twenty 
prizes of $50 cash each, and a grand prize of $1,000 gold in 
the second stage, which will be open to the best fifty in the 
first stage. The other $3,000 will be divided up so as to 
give sixty to one hundred prizes in all. Possibly Mr. James 
Gordon Bennett may be willing to devote the $1,000 re- 
turned to him from the International Match to this proposed 
match. In any case, it is argued, it will be as easy to raise 
$5,000 for this match as to secure the money to send an 
American team abroad, aud the result on rifle shooting here 
will be much greater, 

We regret to hear whispers concerning the honesty of the 
scorers, with which the name of Sergt. Benj. Blue, of the 
10th U.8. Infantry, is unpleasantly coupled. The subject is 
being investigated by the Executive Committee of the N. R. 
A., wh» will report in due time. The meeting has been unu- 
sually prolific of protests in the various matches. 

The scores in the several matches are as follows :

APPOINTMENTS TO THE SIGNAL SERVICE, 


Ow1ne to the reduction in the number of signal stations only 
one class in signal duty wili be formed this year at Fort Myer, 
instead of two, as heretofore. ‘The fiual examination will be bela 
at Washington about the 10th’ of October. It will consist of 
some tweuty-five men, fifteen to be appointed from distant asta- 
tions and the remainauer from applicants who appeared at head- 
quarters at Washington for admission, the former being subject 
tu a preliminary examination previous to ordering them to Wash- 
ington for final examination. The examinations are not consid- 
ered very difficult, but the candidates are required to make an 
affidavit that they Lave answered the questions without the help 
o1 books or outsiders, 

Ii the applicant passes he is enlisted for five years as a second- 
class private in the Army, and is sent to Fort Myer, three miles 
out of Washington, for instruction. He remains tnere 1x moutus, 
and is drilled as a private cavairy suldier ior the first two months, 
He is then instructed in the use of all the instruments pertaining 
to the signal service. While at Fort Myer he receives $16 a month 
pay. Alter being there six months he is again examined, and if 
ue has made sufficint progress is promoted to be a first-class pri- 
vate, and detailed as assistant on station with a salary of $60 per 
month. He may be made a Corporal at any time, and atter one 
year becomes eligible to the grade of Sergeant, with pay ranging 
trom $70 tu $100 per mouth, depending on employment. An 
allowance of about $3 per mouth for clothing is made to all 
grades, and an increase of $1 per month in pay after the second 
year’s service. 








Iy the General Order prescribing the duties of the differ- 
ent bureaus of the Navy Department isssued by Secretary 
Hunt, the appropriation for steam steerers, steam cap- 
stans, and steam windlasses was transfered from the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, to the control of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair. The repeated efforts to have it 
restored resulted on the 28th of September in the issue of 
an order by Secretary Chandler, as follows : 

‘“‘Ybe appropriation act of March 3, 1883, having provi- 
ded for stéam steerers, steam-capstans, and steam windlasses 
under the appropriation for the Bureau of Steam Engi 
neering, the duties of that bureau will comprise all that re- 
lates thereto in accordance with the distribution of the 
duties of bureaus under the order of the department of May 
15, 1869, and notwithstanding General Order Nu. 293, of 
March 30, 1882. 








A RECENT despatch from Vienna states that Russia is 
making extensive rage | preparations along the Austrian 
and German frontiers. Tenders have been asked for 36,000 
military beds. Ail the railways have been ordered to have 
military cars in readiness. A list has been made of the pri- 
vate steamers in the Black Sea, and their captains have been 
ordered to prepare for the transportation of ammunition, 
troops and provisions. These vessels have ceased executing 
private orders, and the carriage of coro is thus interrupted. 
Enormous provision depots have been established along the 
frontier and two army corps have been distributed between 
the Vistulu and Bugrivers, A list has been made of all per- 
sons who, in the event of war, will be deported from Po- 
land to the interior of Russia. There is also much activity 
in naval circles, 
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FOREIGN NOTES. 


Tur victories of the army of the German Empire in the 
war of 1870 71 with France are commemorated by a colossal 
monument erected in the valley of the Niederwald overlook- 
ing the Rbeingau, and which was uaveiled September 28 by 
the Germapv Emperor, emid impressive ceremonies, The 
structure occupies the most commanding position that 
could have been relected along the picturesque banks 


of the Rhine, One of its most notable features 
is a bas-relief placed in front of the estal. at 
contains no less than two hundred figures of the promi- 


nent characters of the war. The base is surmounted 
with a bronze statue of Germania. The figure represents 
the German godders in an attitude of victory. The statue 
is; thirty-six feet high, thus being a third smaller than the 
largest statue in the empire, viz., that of Bavaria, which is 
fifty-four feet high. The total cost of the casting and the 
removal to tho site of the monument was about $55,000. 
Unique in design, bold and grand in conception, and located 
ina —_— famed for its wild beauty of scenery, this 
natioval monument isin every way be worthy of German 
patriotism and enterprise. 


Tue steady advance of Italy ss a maritime power has 
chiefly attracted attention from the launching of her iron- 
clads. Latterly the Italian goverrment has been paying 
attention to ships built for the purposes of commerce. 
The mercantile msrine of Italy consists very considerably of 
wooden vessels, The rbips are large in tonnage, but they 
are old iv pattern, and iron has not found there the same 
favor as with contractors on the Clyde. The government 
hopes at ounce to create and to develop so useful an industry, 
and for this purpose is going to imitate the tactics of France. 
The shipbuilder will be nursed by the State. A considerable 
prem:um will be granted for the construction of iron steam 
vessels for mercantile purposes, Hitberto English steamers 
have been employed 1n the carriage of English coal to Italian 
pws henceforth Italian vessels will be entrusted with this 
tra 


Tux want of a deep water harbor on the west coast of 
France bas. resulted in the construction now being carried 
on of the new port of La Pallice, three miles west of La 
Rochelle, where the largest ships, with the exception, per- 
haps, of some monster ironclads, will be able to enter at any 
state of the tide. The levelling and excavations for the new 
port bave already made great progress since their com 
mencement two years ago. 

TxHE mancuvres of the Belgian army were brought toa 
close on Saturday mornivg, September 8, by a sham battle 
near Philippevile, at which the King and the Count of 
Flandres were present. ‘The efficiency of the troops and the 
excellent manuer in which they were led were, we learn 
from a Brussels telegram of the 9th, generally admitted. 


A CuInesk giant eight feet five inches bigh has been given 
a high salary to act ou the budy guard of Fang, one of the 
generals of the Chinese army. 


Tue protection of our naval base in the Pacific has occu- 

ied the attevtion of naval and military tacticians for some 
on t. Some, like General Laurie, would have us aban- 
don E-quimault at once, and establish « naval station on 
the main land. Others, like Admiral Lyons, prefer au island 
like Vancouver's to defend, with its little *‘ silver stre»k,” 
than a fortified place on the mainland, open to attack from 
sea and Jand, siege operations, and blockades. No station 
on the mainland 1s impregnable, but as long as our fleet 
holds out an island can be made so. The approaching com- 
pletion of the Canadian Pacific Railway has naturally di 
rected attention to its terminus on the Pacific shore—Bur- 
rard’s Inlet. This place General Laurie would have us for- 
tify and turn into a first-class fortress and naval arsenal. 
He would have us abandon Erquimault altogether, and put 
our faith in a second Metz, which could any day be sur- 
rounded and starved out, hke La Pucelle was in 1870.— 
Hampshire Telegraph. 

Broad Arrow says: A number of obscure, unwashed, and 
extremely democratic citizens have founded a *‘ League for 
the Abolition of the Permanent Army of France,” aud have 
just held a solemn réunion for the furtherance of this 


Permanent Army by a “ National Civilian Force,” the com- 
mander-in-chief and staff of which will presumably be re- 
turned Communards, who, by the way, are the main sup- 
porters of the League. Probably seniority amongst the 
officers will be arranged according to the length of their 
previous sojourn in New Caledonia or at the galleys. The 
purpose and character—ie it not a soleciem to describe such 
a fraternity as having a character ?—of the new organization 
will be at once understood by the following brief extract 
from a report of its first meeting: ‘“‘A cette réunion 
assistaient le bureau de Ja Ligue, les membres du Comité 
central élus en assembldée générale et les dé'ézués des divers 
groupes adbérents. Le citoyen Granger, secrétaire, donne 
lecture des nouvelles adbésions suivantes: la jeunes-<e col- 
lectiviste de Roanne, le groupe révolutionnaire d'Elbeuf, le 
comité républican socialiste de Saint-Florent, les cercles 
d'études sociales des ler et 2e arrondissements de Paris, le 
groupe révolutionnaire, ‘Avant-garde d'Iviy, les socialistes 
de Valney (Cher).” 

Tue second of a series of experiments which are to be car- 
ried out with the 80-ton gun, to demonstrate the effects of 
the fire of that gun against forts of the Spithead type, was 
revently scammed at Shoeburyness in the presence of the 
War Office Departmental Committee. Since August 21, 
when the first shot was fired on the marshes, the fort had 
been more than doubled in strength by added masonry, and 
in addition an armor pla‘e, 12 in. thick, with a steel face, 
was placed in front of it. The gun was loaded with 450 Ib 
of pr’sm powder, divided into four quarters, each of about 
11234 lb., the projectile as before weighing 1,700lb. The 
first shot was fired by electricity against this target, and the 
effect was found to be that the project‘le almost buried itself 
in the plate, only 4in. projecting. A close examination of 
tbe fort also showed several fissures on the top of the para- 
pet, which was weighted with 120 tons of scrap iron, while 
the brickwork was in places slightly bulged. In the after 
noon the experiments were continued, this time against the 
fort, 16 ft. of masonry strengthened by an additional 17 ft. 
built upin front of it of granite and concrete. After the 
shot wus fired an examination revealed the fact that the sec- 
tion of the fort was almost demolished, the granite being 
detached from the face, while the concrete was broken up 
and pulverized. The experiments will be continued. 


Tue British or American tar will stand no foolishness 
when it comes to a question of loyalty to a shipmste. At 
Montreal, a city bailiff? was pitched through the plate-glass 
window of a restaurant by a sailor of the war ship Canada 
for having made deprecatory remarks regarding Prince 
George of Wales. 

Tue Journal de St. Petersbourg denies the report that 
Rassia is making military preparations on the Austrian and 
German frontiers, and that two army corps have been dis- 
tributed between the Vistula and Bug Rivers. It states that 
Russia aims only at the maintenance of peace. 

Tue London Times says: Statisticians bave pronounce d 
the United States to be not only potentially, but actually, 
richer than the United Kingdom. Counting the houses, fur- 
viture, menufactures, railwsys, shipping, bullion, lands, 
cattle, crops, investments, and roads, it is estimated that 
there is a grand total iu the United States of #49,770 000,000. 
Great Britain is credited with sometbing loss than $40,000,. 
000,000, or nearly $10,000.000.000 less than the United States. 
The vealth inh bitant in Great Britain is estimated at 
$1,160, and in the United States at $995. With regard to 
the remuneration of labor, assuming the produce of labor to 
be 100, in Great Britain 56 parts go to the laborer, 21 to 
capital, and 23 to Government. In France 41 parts go to 
labor, 36 to capital, and 23 to Government. In the United 
— 72 parts go to labor, 23 to capital, and 5 to Govern- 
ment, 

Engineering eays: ‘It is well known that for some years 
the boilers of the Russian vessels in the Caspian Sea have 
been constructed for the consumption of naphtha refuse. 
Since the opening of the Baku, Tiflis, and Batoum Railway, 
the transport of this material to the coast of the Black Sea 
has been greatly facilitated, and reduced in cost. It has 
therefore been decided to uxe it as fuel for the Black Sea 
Fleet, and great advantages—both in effectiveness and 
cheapness—are expected to be secured. It is stated that the 
refuse can be delivered at Batoum at a cost of 1s. 7d. per

The objesi of 
this movement is attributed vy the Freuch to a desire to be 
ready to attack German vessels in the Pacific in the event 
of a war between France and Germany during the winter, 
General Gourkho has returued to Warsaw aft er an Luspeo- 
tion of the forttications aud of the railway liaes convorgiug 
on the Austro German frontier. Orders have beeu given to 
the railways to have in readiness military cars and 
tenders and 50,000 ambulance beds. ‘l'une captains of 
private steamers in the Black Sea have been warned to be 
in readiness to transport muuitions aud troops aud war ma- 
terial, aud to cease to execute private orders. Gon. Gourkho 
in conversation freely avows his belief that war will suortly 
break out.
